M. JUDET ACQUITTED. 


PARIS, Monday. 

M. Ernest Judet, formerf editor of the 
Eclair, has been equitted. M. Judet was 
charged with having been in guilty relations 
with the enemy during the war. He was 
sentenced last February, during his absence 
in Switzerland, to perpetual detention in 4 
fortified place; but he voluntarily returned to 
France to hear the charges against him, and 
the case was heard again before the Seine 
Assize Court. The bill of indictment was the 
same as that read at the trial on February 4. 

Counsel for. the defence declared that the 
Lancken Jagow documents were. simply 
amateur forgeries. The prosecution had been 
begun by orders of M. Clemenceau. There had 
been a long-standing enmity between them. 
M. Judet had ac M. Clemenceau of being 
in the pay of Great Britain. M. Clemenceau 
had charged M. Judet with being in the pay 
of Germany. 
The jury, who were absent for ten minutes, 
brought in a verdict in favour of acquittal by 
11 votes to 1. As soon as the verdict was 
announced Mme. Judet rushed forward. and 
kissed her husband, who was overcome with 
emotion.—(Reuter.)

DUKE OF LEINSTER STAYS IN 


BRIXTON PRISON. 


The Court of Criminal Appeal, London, yes- 
terday, refused the application made on behalf 
of the Duke of. Leinster for bail, pending the 
hearing of the appeal against his conviction at 
the Old Bailey for failing to disclose the fact 
that he was an undischarged bankrupt. 

Counsel for the Duke said that it would be 
hardly ible for the appeal to be heard for 
a fortnight, He did not think the Re- 
corder took a serious view of the matter, as 
he postponed sentence until the next Sessions 
on July 16, at the same time intimating that 
the Duke would then be released, 

There was every intention to appeal, de- 
elared counsel, because the Duke did not wish 
the conviction to be a record against him, and 
he would contend that the Recorder had mis- 
directed the jury. 

In dismissing the application, Mr. Justice 
Sankey said that the Court saw no such unusual 
circumstances in the present case as would 
lead them to take the unusual course of re- 
leasing the applicant on bail.

PEACE. WITH TURKEY. 
— 


A BITTER LESSON FOR THE 


ALLIES. 


The Times, in a leading article upon the, 
agreement reached at Lausanne, observes :— 
It is not altogether idle to regret that a 
definite peace was not imposed swiftly,’ 
sternly. and categorically upon defeated 
Turkey four years ago. The lesson is a 
bitter one, and must not be lost. It is, 
that failure to take advantage of a favourable 
position is the most fatal of blunders in 
diplomacy as in other spheres of human 
activity, and that the toil and sacrifice of war 
may be rendgred nugatory by vacillation after 
victory. 

The defeated Oriental is abject, and Turkey. 
would have accepted any terms dictated by a 
united Europe in 1919. Not, certainly, by 
the fault of this country: alone, the. Allies 
were not ready with their terms. After 
two years’ delay a peace was proposed. 
and ‘by that time the Anatolian Turks had 
recovered sufficient spirit to declare it intoler- 
able. Greece was chosen to be the mandatory 
Power for Smyrna, but was unable for her task, 
and the Western Powers have had in conse- 
quence to meet their defeated foe in the guise. 
of a conqueror at Lausanne. 

To see St. Sophia a Christian church once 
more seemed an ambition which might be 
realised a few short years ago, That prospect, 
at least, is now swept from the eyes of Europe. 
The dreary round of nations and individuals 
seeking concessions from Turkey will begin 
again; once more Turkey will play off one 
suitor against another, flatter the pride of this 
one, and entice the greed of that. 

Turkey as a State, although more compact, 
is less cohesive than it was, and its Govern- 
ment, in the words of our Special 
Correspondent recently in Constantinople, is 
capricious and absolute, unrestrained by law, 
custom or tradition, and addicted to the 
practice of passing retroactive legislation. By 
this Government the terms of the new draft 
Treaty have yet to be ratified, and when 
ratified observed. ; 


MOMENTOUS ISSUES. 


The Morning Post declares that there is no 
discord between France and England, and no 
crisis. If discussions between the two 
countries take time, it is because the ques- 
tions at issue are complicated and momentous, 
and it is necessary that every doubt should 
be resolved in the process of settlement. Those 
who deliberately raise obstacles in the path 
of settlement are assuming grave responsi- 
bility.. The Prime Minister will leave nothing 
to chance, or hazard his’ country’s honour. 


TURKS’ DIPLOMATIC. TRIUMPH. 


The Daily Chronicle says:—It is certain 
that. if the Turks were beaten in the war, 
they have as decisively won the peace, 
achieving against Allied statesmanship a 
diplomatic triumph such as in modern his- 
tory has never, perhaps, been won 'by an im- 
measurably weaker side against the stronger.

ROCKEFELLER MILLIONS TO 


‘FURTHER PROPAGANDA. 


IRISH. TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CorresPonpent. 
GENEVA, Monday. 

That the Rockfellers are financing a move- 
ment in the United States to get that country 
to join the World Court and afterwards the 
League of Nations is the secret being 
whispered everywhere about Geneva. The 
“oil kings, with millions in banks, various 
companies and propaganda agencies, are 
rumoured to be concentrating their efforts on 
revising American public opinion in favour of 
participating in Europe's affairs. Numerous 
American banks, nearly all the Chambers of 
Commerce, and every big exporting and im- 
porting concern in America are reported’ to 
have been rallied to the support of the move- 
ment as the sole means of restoring the pre- 
war economic, financial, and commercial con- 
ditions. | 

The Nockfellers money achieved pro- 
hibition in the United States, so it is an easy 
matter to steer America into the Hague 
Court and then afterwards into the League of 
Nations, said a Geneva offleial. The 
movement has the same big moral force the 
Churches— behind it praising the League as 
did the movement against liquor. 

“With 75 per cent. of the world’s gold re- 
serve supply, American bankers are anxious 
to begin putting the precious metal to work, 
as while simply stored in the United States it 
is unproductive. It is realised that, eventu- 
ally, this concentration of gold in America 
will work hardship upon the United States, 
and it will be neccssary to mo the money ont 
in foreign loans, but the bankers are chary 
of lending Europe money while there is the 
fear of wars, the overthrow of Governments, 
and other possible. events to jeopardise the 
funds leut. 

“The propaganda from the Court and 
League assures them that if the United States 
joins there will be no further danger of wars, 
so that the money may be safely invested.”

MENS UNAUTHORISED 
DEMANDS. 


60,000 ENGLISH 
DOCKERS IDLE. 


The following official notice was issued in 
Dublin last night :— 

“ The parties to the conference in the dis- 
pute affecting sailors and firemen in the Port 
of Dublin attended at the Government offices 
at 4 p.m. to-day. At a preliminary meeting 
with the men’s representatives a statement of 
the conditions on which they would resume 
work.was put forward. The Union officials 
present informed the conference that this 
statement had not been submitted to the re- 
sponsible officers of the Union, and conse- 
quently that it could not bo regarded as 


authorised. 

The men adhered to the statement, and it 
being evident that in these circumstances no 
progress could be made} the proceedings ter- 
minated. 

This official announcement shatters the hopes 
of those who looked forward to a successful 
termination of the conference. 

The meeting had been called by the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce, and it had not 
been sitting for more than twenty minutes 
when it broke up. 

The prospects of a settlement are now re- 
mote, and it is scarcely likely that the Ministry 
will again intervene until the men show a dis- 
position to abandon proposals which have not, 
the sanction of their own Union. 

On Thursday another conference will be held 
at Government Buildings between representa- 
tives of shipowners and dockers in the Free 
State in connection with the demand which 
the employers have made for a cut in wages, 
to come into operation on next Monday, so as 
to bring them on a level with the wages paid 
for similar work in England and Scotland. 

Three steamers yesterday took general goods, 
foodstuffs, and live stock from the North Wall 
to Holyhead, and the Burns Laird Line steamer 
Magpie took passengers, goods, and stock to 
Glasgow. '

UNION LEADERS IGNORED. 


Despite the order from the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, which was reiterated 
by the Executive Committee on Saturday, to 
return to work yesterday morning, the dockers 
at the London docks remain on strike. Big 
crowds of men assembled outside the docks 
early in the day, and meetings were addressed 
by the local strike leaders. Delegates of the 
men on strike in other parts have arrived in 
London to meet London leaders. 

ANOTHER APPEAL TO REASON. 

The annual Delegate Conference of the 
Transport and General Workers’ Union 
opener in London yesterday, instead of at 

ull, as had been originally fixed. 

Mi. Bevin, Secretary, moved a resolution, 
which, while appreciating the resentment 
shown against the reduction of wages gene- 
rally, said that the policy of the Union, in 
honouring this agreement, must be adhered 
to. The resolution called on the men still 
out to return to work immediately. 

If there had been no consuitation with 
the men regarding the agreement. said Mr. 
Bevin, if there had been no delegate con- 
ference, one could understand the men re- 
volting against their union, because this is 
a revolt, whether we like it or not, against 
the Union. In Hull, where the strike 
started, they had not been loyal to the 
organisation. 

The resolution, before being passed, was 
amended as follows:—‘‘And requests the 
men to observe the wishes of this annual 
Delegate Conference, and return to work at 
their request, thereby maintaining the 
organised strength of the Union, and enabling 
grievances to be dealt with by an unbroken 
front. 

An amendment that the Union should sup- 
port the men in their action resisting wage 
reductions was defeated by 136 votes to 18. 

POSITIONS AT THE PORTS. 

More dockers returned to work at Liverpool 
yesterday afternoon, aad only the men out 
were those engaged on the Dublin steamers, 
which are held up through the Irish seamen’s 
strike. With the exception of Dublin and 
Dundalk, all cross-Cbennel and coastal ser- 
vices between Liverpool and Belfast, Cork the 
Bristol Channel and South Coast ports were 
resumed yesterday. The Birkenhead men 
are likely to return to-day. 

At Cardiff the position is unchanged. The 
strikers were represented at the Conference in 
London, and delegates will report to a special 
meeting. To-day an effort may be made to 
hold a ballot on an immediate return to work, 
but the suggestion is strongly opposed in 
some quarters. 

The position at Bristol, Avonmouth, and 
Portishead is unchanged, activities being 
limited to the discharge of fruit and Gier 
perishable cargoes by voluntary labour. 

The Chairman of the Docks Committee. 
speaking yesterday at the annual meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce, said that the 
proprietors would stand their ground, other- 
wise collective bargaining would be at an 
end. He hoped that better counsels would 
prevail among the men, and that the leaders 
who had fought so well for them in the past 
would be listened to.
